WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Nov. 7.—When. the 
German emissaries were dispatched 
to the front today to receive the arm- 
istice terms the German Army was 
all but bottled up, having only one 
avenue of escape, that throvgh 
Liége. This bottling up was ey, 
done by the First American’ Army, 
which is driving the last remaining 
Germans out of Sedan. 

Thus the men fighting under the 
“Stars and Stripes have achieved 
what is perhaps one of the most 
brilliant victories of the war and 
certainly the most important offen- 
sive victory. 

Among the troops which reached 
Sedan was the 42d (Rainbow) Di- 
vision, including the old 69th New 
York. Other divisions participating 
in our rush north are the 77th (New 
York), 78th (New Jersey and New 
York), -80th (Pennsylvania), 382d 

(Michigan and Wisconsin), 90th 
(Texas and Oklahoma), the 1st, 2d, 
8d and 5th Regulars, 89th (Kansas 
‘and Nebraska), 26th (New Eng- 
land), and the 29th (New Jersey). 

In the First Army’s remarkable 
six days’ advance of forty kilometers’ 
it not only liberated a hundred 
French villages and several thousand 
civilians, but also captured the city 
of Sedan, liberating 5,000 French 
folk. It also cut the main German 
railroad system of communication 
from the western front through 
Luxemburg. Moreover the Ameri- 
cans have driven the German Fifth 
and Third armies, which were hold- 
ing the pivot of the whole front, in 
full retreat. 

In the last twenty-four hours of 
our forward sweep we liberated 
these among other towns: Rau- 
court, Autrecourt, Haracourt, Angle-|¢ 
court, Thelanne, Noyers, Wadlin- 
cours, Frenois, Cheveuges, and 
Dignan. 

Set Whirlwind Pace. 

Our victorious troops set such a 
fast pace as to break all cgmmunica- 
tion with the rear, and the weather 
made airplane observation impos- 
sible. That is why our commanders 
did not know. until this morning that 
the doughboys had reached historic 
Sedan yesterday afternoon at 4 
o’clock and. had drawn their line 
along the river which cuts off a 
small portion of the city. Early 
this morning the work of putting 
across bridges started. 

I have just returned from a vain 
attempt to get to Sedan. - The roads 
are mined and torn and so filled 
with traffic that it was impossible 
to get to the city. But reports from 
there say that the Germans are.get- 
ting back ‘north of Sedan. The

Remy, Mazerny, and La Horgne, real- 
izing an advance of more than six- 
teen kilometers beyond the Aisne. 

On: the right, in the valley of the 
Bar River, our advanced elements 
have gone beyond St. Aignan-sur-Bar, 
gaining a footing south of the Meuse 
on the heights which dominate Sedan. 

We have freed during the. course of 
the day 100 villages and a great, num- 
ber of civilians. 

Aviation: Our airplanes, working in 
liaison with our infantry, attacked, 
bombed, and machine-gunned enemy 
columns in retreat,- utilizing 15,500 
kilos of bombs and 13,000 cartridges. 


Following is the text of the day 
bulletin:

French Pein Toward Hirson. 

WITH ‘THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCH, Nov. 7,’ (Associated Press.)— 
The persistent rain and deepening mud, 
although making communications more 
difficult, do not appear to have checked 
the pursuit of the Germans retreating 
toward the Belgian frontier. Latest re- 
ports — are that the French cavalry tis 
moving ‘toward the Meuse, while the in- 
fantry is advancing toward Meziéres. 

General Debeney’s forces also were 
elose upori the German rearguards, oc- 
cupying numerous villages and carrying 
their advance toward Hirson. The 
eapture of this important railway centre 
will bring about the final crumbling of 
the transportation organization of the 
German armies in France. 

Subsequent operations may take on the 
character of a race between the armies 
in retreat and those in pursuit to Aix- 
la-Chapelle, as the American successes 
have made the line of the Meuse a-most 
precarious refuge for the enemy.

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 7.—The im- 
portant German naval base of Kiel 
is practically in the hands of a Sol- 
diePs’ Council, formed on the ap- 
proved Russian lines, by sailors, ma- 
rines, and soldiers there. The gov- 
erning authorities found themselves 
completely powerless before this 
newly constituted authority. 

Trouble began Sunday, but discon- 
tent had been smoldering for some 
time, the main cause being the arrest 
of a number of sailors and marines 
for their refusal to. obey orders, a 
reason similar to that which caused 
the naval mutiny a little more than a 
year ago. It was on the battleship 
Kaiser that matters first came to a 
head. On that battleship the sailors 
endeavored to haul down the war 
flag and hoist the red flag in its 
place. The officers defending the 
flag, with revolvers in their hands, 
were eventually overwhelmed by the 
men. ‘The war flag was’ hauled 
down and the revolutionary flag run 
up. 

Two officers, including the com- 
mander of the Kaiser, were killed 
and several were wounded. The men 
obtained complete control of the 
ship, and similar events took place 
on other vessels stationed there. 

During the night four companies 
of infantry arrived in town with in- 
structions to restore order. Three of 
them joined the mutineers, and the 
fourth was disarmed. The cavalry 
at Wansbeck was ordered to march 
‘on Kiel, but about a mile from the 
town they were held up by marines 
with machine guns and compelled to 
retire. * 

Soldiers’ Council Takes Control. 

Meanwhile the Soldiers’ Council 
had been formed. It took control of 
the food supplies. Food has always 
been a source of trouble at Kiel for 
some reason or other.

WITH THE ITALIAN ARMY. AT 
TRENT, Nov. 6, (Associated Press.)— 
Amid the rejoicings of this redeemed 
city scenes of destruction and starva- 
tion are common as one goes along the 
roads over which the Italians troops 
are trying to pass the thousands of 
Austrian prisoners who were cut off by 
the Italians southwest of Balzano. 
Every road leading up to this city fs 
crowded with men, and on every hand 
there are evidences of the collapse of 
one of Europe’s mightiest armies. 

The horrors of Napoleon's retreat from 
Russia, it is said by military observ- 
ers, were trifling compared with the 
suffering of the Austrian troops in this 
region. Great masses of men wait for 
long hours to thove a few feet .or a few 


littered with the carcasses of horses and 
with cannon, pieces of shields, pistols, 
rifles, broken-down auto trucks, and ma- 
chine guns. 

There is no swearing among these 
men. There are even moments of pro- 
foundest quiet, broken by snatches of 
song. Italian soldiers seem positively 
sorry that the end of the war is ap- 
proaching. They say: ‘‘ What's a few 
months more, now that we are sure of 
victory? ’’ 

Many Austrians are dying from sheer 
fatigue and starvation, and not wounds. 
The Italians are doing all they can to 
hurry up food supplies. This is diffi- 
cult, and in the meantime dead horses 
are eaten, the flesh being cooked by 
the roadside by fires kindled by the sol- 
diers. 

Large bodies of Austrians are help- 
less. The correspondent passed between 
Rovereto and Trent, a distance of six- 
teen miles, an unending column of men, 
marching none knew whither. They

With the nervous tension of the years 
of war suddenly broken yesterday after- 
noon by the false report sent out by 
the United Press Association, a private 
coropration supplying news to many 
afternoon newspapers throughout the 
country, Anat Germany had signed an 
armistice with the Allies, all. the 


joyful enthusiasm pent up by New 
Yorkers through the long .ordeal of 
‘the business of war .and the waiting for 
peace and victory was wasted on a fake, 
When the sirens, whistles and bells rose 
in a resounding clamor, about 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon, carrying the news of the 
supposed signing of tke armistice and 
the cessation of hostilities, men and 
women of all ages, all-Stations, in every 
part of the city, with an unspoken ac- 
cord, suddenly stopped their business 
and poured out into the streets to join 
through the afternoon in a delirious 
carnival of joy which was beyond com- 
parison with anything ever seen in th 
history: of New York. 

New. York was not the only. victim of 
the deception; the United Press’s false 
report of ‘the end of the war had been 
carried throughout the country, and in 
country. villages, small towns, and great 
citles—most notably, perhaps, in Chi- 
cago—there were celebrations as enthusi- 
astic as that of New York. 

The afternoon papers which carried 
the false rumor of peace were snatched 
off the stands and out of the hands of 
newsboys by the eager crowd and dis- 
played everywhere, while no attention 
was paid to those which had stuck to 
less romantic realities and told only 
of the steady advance of the allied 
armies and of the outbreak of revolu- 
tion in Germany. Not till late in the 
afternoon, when later editions told the 


public at large lgarn that there was 
anything the matter with the good 
news, and many people were only an- 
gered by the offical denial, showing 
their wrath by tearing up the papers 
that printed the State Department's 
correction. Apparently millions of 
people never learned the truth at 
all last night. For after thousands 
of those who had danced in the 
streets and cheered themselves hoarse 
in the afternoon had gone home, 
thousands more—boys who welcomed the 
release from all inhibitions, hoodlums 
joyfully seizing any excuse for making 
@ noise, and some who had drunk so 
much in the afternoon that they neither 
knew nor cated whether the peace story 
had any basis of foundation—stayed on 
the streets; and they were joined after 
nightfall by other thousands from the 
homes or from the outlying portions of 
the city who had seen no papers and 
still thought that the war was at an 
end. The crowd knew, anyhow, that the 
war was virtually over; they had seen

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—What is re- 
garded in officialdom here as the most 
colossal news fake ever perpetrated up- 
on the American people was the publi- 
cation today through a dispatch from 
the United Press that Germany had 
signed the terms of armistice laid down 
by Marshal Foch and that the war was 
over. ; 

This. news dispatch, sent from Paris, 
was utterly without foundation of fact. 
Official denial of its authenticity was 
made by Secretary of State Lansing 
after he had taken the trouble to cable 
to Paris about it. 

The news organization’s dispatch on 
the ending of the war had the effect of 
‘startling the entire country. In every 
city the news spread ‘‘ the war is over,’’ 
and the country at large took it to be 
authentic. 

This official denial of the accuracy of 
the. Uhited Preas report was made by 
the Secretary of State this afternoon, 
immediately after having received a dis- 
patch from Paris: - 

‘* The Secretary of State makes public 
the following: 


*** The report that the armistice with 
Germany has been signed is untrue. 


When it reached the Department of 
State an inquiry was at once dispatched

Threat to Withdraw Troops Re- 
ported — German Socialist 
Party Warns Cabinet. 


PARIS, Nov. 7.—There is reason to be- 
lieve, according to a Berne dispatch to 
the Temps, that the Premier of Bavaria 
has sent an urgent note to the German 
Government to the effect that, if an 
armistice is not concluded without delay, 
he will be obliged officially to order the 
Bavarian troops to return from the 
front. 

This action, it is added, would be 
taken owing to the fact that Bavaria is 
menaced on her southern frontier by 
allied forces and that the internal situa- 
tion in Bavaria is unsatisfactory.

PEACE PARLEY SITE DISCUSSED 


The Hague, Brussels, Versailles, 
and Swiss Cities Suggested. 


PARIS, Nov. 7.—Diplomats here are 
interested in the choice of a place for 
the peace negotiations. Some of them 
think that the Carnegie Peace Palace at 
The Hague should be chosen for senti- 
mental reasons. They point out that 
The Hague is convenient for the British, 
and Germans, and can be 
easily reached by land from Paris. Cap- 
tain Gillette of the American Legation 
at The Hague came through by land last 
week and had a safe and easy journey. 

Other statesmen prefer a place in 
French or Italian Switzerland, such as 
Lausanne, Geneva, or Lucerne. These 
places are easy of access from France, 
Italy, Austria, and Germany. Still 
others propose Brussels, as being grati- 
fying to the Belgians, who have suffered 
go greatly. 

The Temps thinks that Rheims would 
be suitable, were it not too much to ask 
elderly envoys to camp in Y. M. C. A.

BRITAIN WAITS CONFIDENTLY. 


Believes Germany Has Nothing to 
Do but Submit. 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—The reports that 
German delegates have started from 








Berlin to meet Marshal Foch were re-; 


garded here as an assurance that fight- 
ing would be over in a few days. This 
caused satisfaction ‘everywhere, but 
there is no celebrating here, and Lon- 
don is as quiet and dark as it has been 
at any time during the past four years. 

The last days of the war have been so 
crowded with big events that there is no 
capacity left for surprises or sensations. 
It is believed that Germany knew from 
the terms of the Austrian armistice the 
sort of peace that she had to expect and 
that her military and political situations 
now give her no alternative but to bow 
in submission. 

The hard-pressed German armies now 
have no fresh divisions left to throw 
into the battle, and they have no great 
reserves of ammunition. The German 
people are demanding peace at any 
price to save what they may from the 
wreckage. A few junker newspapers 
are still crying for war to the last ditch 
but the Socialists seem to have turne 


tion. 
From a British viewpoint, the eat- 
est humiliation that Germany will suf- 


fer will be in having her fleet surrender 
or pass out of the war without one great 
fight to the death. But news from Kiel 
makes it doubtful. whether the sailors 
would go into battle if the officers de- 
cided to fight. 

Even the best informed men here are 
unable. to reach a clear judgment, fron? 
the many conflicting reports, as to the 
magnitude of the revolt against war 
among the German people, or how strong 
is the demand for the Emperor's abdi- 
cation. One fact is plain, there never 
before was such freedom of speech in 
Germany. i 

Diplomats and soldiers are each try- 
ing to place the blame for their coun- 
try’s downfall on the other. Placards 
have blossomed out in berlin, saying 
that the Emperor-and the ‘‘rown Prince 
must go. Correspondents are permitted 
to telegraph’ from Berlin that the 
vacillating character of the Emperor is 
responsible for most of the nation’s mis- 
fortunes. 


ERZBERGER’S PEACE RECORD. 


Father of the Reichstag Resolution 
Adopted July 19, 1917. 

The name of the leader of the German 
armistice delegation, Mathias Erzberger, 
is inseparably connected with the Reich- 
stag peace resolution of July 19, 1917. 

Erzberger, now a Cabinet Secretary 


without portfolio, after a visit to Vienna, 
where he met, as the leac r of the Ger- 
man Catholic Centre, p:ominent Aus- 
trian Catholics, returned to Berlin early 
in July of that year. On the 7th he 
voiced before the Main Committee of 
the Reichstag the program of ** peace 
without annexation or indemnity,’ 
which, put in the form of a resolution, 
was adopted by the Reichstag on July 
19 with the aid of the Socialists, led by 
Herr Scheidemann, producing a vote of 
214 to 116. 

It is understood that this resolution in- 
spired the Pope to issue his peace note 
of Aug. 1. 

On April 15, 1918, the majority which 

had adopted the resolution of July 19 re- 
udiated it by adopting Chancellor Hert- 
ing’s program for a peace by victory.

The German retreat has been ac- 
complished under great difficulties. 
American guns are hammering them 
as they run, and in their haste they 
are leaving behind uncounted mill- 
ions in war material. The German 
Army has been swept clean of 
horses, and oxen have been hitched 
to the German guns. One report 
says that French cows, hitched to 
German 77’s, are toiling far ahead, 
away from the pursuing Americans. 
Food, lumber, clothing, coal, ammu- 
nition, rifles, cannon—everything 
that‘is used in war has been left be- 
hind by the Germans in their flight, 
which became precipitate. This haste 
is well illustrated by the fact that 
| the Germans were not‘able to com- 
| plete the task of getting the civilians 
‘away from Sedan, which started 
!three days ago, when the German 
{command despaired of stopping the 


| Americans south of the Meuse and 
| planned to defend Sedan, which was 
i abandoned because of the demorali- 
| zation of their forces. 

| Deserters tell us of a hundred 
Germans from one division leaving 
and fleeing home, convinced that it 
was useless to fight the Americans 
‘any longer. An idea of the elaborate 
plans the Germans made to keep us 
back is given by the fact that at Se- 
dan were found incomplete dams for 
flooding the Meuse below the city. 
In this they were only slightly suc- 
cessful, and the flood is no longer a 
menace to France. The Americans 
aynamited the dams this morning. 


Stripped All French Towns. 


The Germans, however, found time 
to strip the French towns of all val- 
uables, this, of course, being done a 
week or ten days ago. Vegetables 
were dug up from the vardens and 
shipped to Germany, beasts of bur- 
den were stolen and food carted 
- back, and the houses were stripped 
of copper and cooking utensils. Ger- 
man. buildings erected in occupied 
territory were stripped weeks ago, 
‘according to civilians, who said that 
‘for the past two weeks both the Ger- 
-man officers and privates had been 
| freely admitting an impending mili- 

tary disaster for the fatherland. 
Yet the Germans did not forget to 
mine houses, dugouts, and roads. 
These devilish cortrivances were 
found in towns where civilians still 
lived, showing German disregard for 
the consequences if they could do the 
least bit to hurt their opponents. 
| Special attention was paid to the 
more important houses where the 
Americans might well establish 
headquarters. 

Many of the civilians were in a 
sorry plight because the . ordinary 
supply of foods from American re- 
lief sources had been cut off by the 
war’s turn. The American Army is 
rushing up food for them and taking 








Hurry Artillery Forward. 


The speed of the American ad- 
‘vance means, of course, great diffi- 
culties in transportation. There will 
|be great difficulties also in getting 
| up guns over the torn highways. 
‘The Americans have made out by 
‘leaving half their guns behind and 
‘ doubling the teams for the rest, thus 
getting up their 75s. Our gunners 
are avoiding shelling towns and are 
confining their fire to crossroads 
and highways used by the fleeing 
Germans, 

A heavy fog all day made it im- 
possible for the American aviators 
to keep any watch on the fleeing 
enemy. It was impossible to see 
more than a hundred yards ahead. 
This is aiding the German with- 
drawal. 

German resistance is weakening 
east of the Meuse, where our ad- 
vance continues with unceasing 
pressure. The German positions 
are imperiled by our advance east 
of the river, which we have crossed 
in a dozen places. Not only this, 
but our reports say that the Ger- 
mans are pulling back before the 
Second American Army south of 
Metz. Deserters say that the Ger- 
mans have begun to dismantle the 
mines and iron mills in the Briey 
basin, which have furnished four- 
fifths of their war steel since they 
stole the mines in 1914.

Shell Heights North of Sedan. 


Expecting further advances the 

Germans are concentrating their ar- 
tillery fire on the heights north of 
Sedan. Further east they are pre- 
paring strong positions on the 
heights north of the Meuse River, 
where thousands of men are at work 
building stone machine-gun nests. 
Between Inor and Martincourt sev- 
eral hundreds of Germans were seen 
late today building defenses from 
material taken from the railroad 
embankment. 
East of the. Meuse today Ameri- 
cans captured Villosnes, Hanaumont 
and Sivry, and are pushing north. 
They have crossed the river at many 
points. There are no Germans on 
the west side of the river in front of 
the First Army. 


RAINBOWS IN DASH 
TO CAPTURE SEDAN 


National Guard Troops and Part 
of First Division Lead Drive 
Against the City. 








WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY ON 
THE SEDAN FRONT, Nov. 7, (As- 
sociated Press.) — American troops- 
have entered that part of Sedan that 
lies on the west bank of the Meuse. 
The bridge over the Meuse at Sedah, 
over which the retreating enemy fled, 
has been destroyed and the river val- 
ley flooded. 

The principal German lateral lines 
of communication between the fortress 
of Metz and Northern France and Bel- 
gium are now either cut or unavail- 
able for the enemy’s use. 

It is now permissible to mention the 
divisions which participated in the fa- 
mous drive that cleared that part of 
France west of the Meuse occupied by 
the Americans. 

It was the Second Division which, 
operating at the centre, made the 
strenuous push on the afternoon of the 
day the Germans began to weaken, 
and:pressed forward until it controlled 
the heights below Beaumont. This 
made possible the shelling of the 
Méziéres-Metz railroad. 

The 5th Regulars crossed the Meuse 
under enemy machine-gun fire, aided 
by the 32d Division, and covered 
themselves with glory for four succes- 
sive days. 

Continuing its successes in the Ar- 
gonne Forest the 77th Division fought 
its stubborn way upward along Bour- 
gogne Wood, in conjunction with the 
78th. 


It was contingents of the noted 
Rainbow Division and of the lst Di- 
vision that made the, final whirlwind 
dash into Sedan. 
Since Nov. 1 the Americans have 
taken 6,000 prisoners. They have freed 
all French territory within the zone 
of the army’s action west of the 
Meuse, to a total of 700 square kilo- 
meters, and have liberated 2,000 
civilians. 
The matter of peace negotiations 
failed to slow down in the slightest de- 
gree the operations along the Amer- 
ican front. The news that Germany 
had taken definite steps to obtain an 
armistice reached vanced headquar- 
ters, but was not accompanied by any 
orders affecting the big drive now in 
progress, and it is expected that the 
American line will be carried forward 
without pause. 
With that part of Sedan resting on 
the western bank of the river occu- 
pied, the American Army is consolidat- 
ing its positions and preparing for a 
further advance. 
Vilosnes, Sivry, and Haraumont, to 
the south and east of Dun-sur-Meuse, 
were among the places taken this 
morning. The American troops are in 
close touch with the line between Inor 
and Martincourt, where the roadbed 
has been destroyed, the material hav- 
ing been carried away to strengthen 
the German positions on the heights 
beyond. To the south of this Remilly 
was captured. . 

Prepare to Fight for Sedan. 

It is evident that the Germans are 
determined not to yield Sedan unless 
absolutely forced to do so. They have 
made big concentrations on the heights 
back of the city and in such places as 
can be defended both above and below 
on the river. Concrete intrenchments 
near the city are strongly held, while 
all the woods and bridges in the neigh- 
borhood have either been destroyed or 
mined. 

- The Americans on Thursday east of 
the Meuse fought over some of the 
roughest country in France, taking 
the heights south of the Woevre 
Forest and advancing more than four 
kilometers, notwithstanding the des- 
perate rearguard activity of the Ger- 
man machine gunners. 

Hill 350, the great hog-back be- 
tween Laon and Marvaux, was taken 
in the morning by the Americans. The 
Americans pushed through the series 
of woods and over the rolling country, 
reaching the regions of Bandeville, 
Breheville, and Lissey. 


Press on East of Meuse. 


Although all other developments of 
the day are overshadowed by the entry 
of the Americans into the western por- 
tion of Sedan, the capture of Virosnes 
and Sivry was an achievement not 
only of importance, but an additional 
testimonial to the valor of those troops 
who battled their way across the 
Meuse. 

This unit, although it might well be 
said to have dorie its part by the cou- 
rageous crossing of the river and the 
immediate advance. which soon liber- 
ated Murvaux and Fontaines, has, by 


But this was speedil 


southward, wiped out the German 
wedge between the American lines and 
those of the French. 

The Americans had moved so far 
forward into the hills east of the 
Meuse that their front was far longer 
than originally intended. In addition 
they had to protect their constantly 
lengthening right flank against the 
enemy wedge as they advanced on to 
the heights, until that front was ab- 
normally long. 

Now the unit has found time to 
swing southward in a brief, swift 
march and mop up the river bank, 
driving the Germans from their last 
strongholds at the difficult bend in the 
stream. Thus the Americans have se- 
cured their liaison with the French 
and American troops to the east, and 
infinitely strengthened the possibilities 
for a further advance. 

The German machine’ gunners 
fought as if they had never heard of 
peace talk, holding to their nests in 
many cases until they were killed or 
blasted out by the American artillery. 
In rearguard actions machine gunners 
fell back into a series of fox holes and 
dugouts, all well supplied with car- 
tridges. The rearguard fighters car- 
ried their guns from trench to other 
shelter until shot. or taken prisoner. 
After an all-day struggle in the dense 
woods and hills the Americans late 
today. reached the most easterly 
heights of the Meuse, dominating 
miles of open country north of Dom- 
villers, the Germans literally having 
been pushed out of every foot of 
ground, 

As soon as the western portion of 
Sedan was captured the Americans 
began consolidation of their positions 
and prepared for further advances. 
The enemy had destroyed all the 
bridges across the Meuse, but the 
Americans immediately began the 
work of repair and will be able to use

Gen. Pershing Reports Occupation 
of Western Half of City.

All French territory west of the 
Meuse within the zone of action of the 
American Army has now been cleared 
of the enemy by the gallant and d 
~ advance of our troops. 
ince Nov. 1 we have advanced 40 
kilometers, broken down all enemy re- 
sistance, freed 700 square kilometers of 
France, liberated 2,000 civilians who 
oyfully hailed our soldiers as de- 
iverers, captured nearly 6,000 prison- 
ers, including an unusually large pro- 
portion of officers, and great quantities 
of arms, munitions, stores, and sup- 
plies. 


General Pershing’s communiqué for 
last evening follows: 


Headquarters American Expedition- 
ary Forces, Nov. 6, (evening): 

The First American Army has made 
important gains on both sides of the 
Meuse. 

East of the Meuse our troops ad- 
vanced to a depth of more than four 
kilometers. Neither the extremely 
difficult nature of the terrain, nor the. 
two fresh divisions hurriedly brought 
up by the enemy greatly delayed our 

rogress. On the Cote St. Germain, 

owever, the enemy defended his posi- 

tions with particular obstinacy and we 
were able to secure them only as a 
result of a bitter struggle. Near 
Maraux, Hill 284 and Fontaines fell 
into our hands. The battle sull con- 
tnues, with the enemy making des- 
perate efforts to maintain a foot- 
hold on the heights of the Meuse, 
which he has held since 1914. 

West of.the Meuse the enemy again 
failed to check our rapid progress. 
Along the river bank we took Ville- 
montry and Mont de Brune, and 
reached the western outskirts of Mou- 
zon. To the west our line passed 
through Autrecourt and Beau Menil 
Farm to Connage. We have also taken 
Bulson, Haraucourt, and the important 
town, Raucourt. ; 

Since the beginning of. our attack 
on Nov. 1, twenty-two enemy divisions 
have appeared on our front between 
the Meuse and the Argonne. 

Our pursuit planes dropped a ton of 
explosives on several important road 
centres, which were being used by the 
enemy to make his escape. even 
enemy airplanes were shot down dur- 
ing the day. Two of our machines are 
missing.

Official Washington does not. expect 
Germany to comply with Marshal Foch’s 
terms for at Jeast forty-eight hours. 
That Germany will accept the condi- 
tions imposed by the Allies is confi- 
dently believed, no matter how harsh 
they may be. for Germany is regarded 
now as realizing the futility of attempt- 
ing to keep up the war. In this respect 
the false news reports today might be 
considered as a prognostication of what 
will happen once Germany has an op- 
portunity to consider the dictated terms 
of the Allies. But the innate cruelty of 
the dispatch, as regarded here, is that 
it opehed the way for a vent’ of lon 
pent-up feeling that naturally woul 
find its outlet with the news that the 
war was over. 

Bitter indignation was expressed in 
Washington tonight.

In this dispatch, as in others, the cen- 
sors here credited the cable as accurate 
as to its facts and, therefore, there was 
no reason to hold up the cable sent to 
the United Press from Paris. It was

Women 
paraded with service flags conspicuously 
draped across their shoulders, and there 
was a general willingness to make re- 
spectful betes A and hold momentary silence 
at the passing of one with a black band 
and gold star. 

In front of the Library a motor car 
containing an Ensign and a naval avia- 
tor slowly moved up the avenue through 
the crowd. A French officer escorting} 
a woman happened to be beside the run- 
ning board when the car was halted 
for 2 moment by a throng in front of 
it. The officer asked the French couple 
to ride with them, but when they had 
taken their seats the crowd insisted on 
holding back the car long enough to 
give three cheers for France, and to af- 
ford an opportunity for everybody with- 
in arm’s length to shake hands with 
any of the officers who could be 
reached. 

It was fhe same in all the outlying por- 
tions of the city. In the Italian colonies 
of East Harlem and the lower west side, 
in the Greek colonies along Sixth Ave- 
nue, in the Jewish districts of the east 
side, national flags were carried through 
the streets beside the Stars and Stripes 
at the head of long processions, and 
bonfires, illuminations and the singing 
of national songs marked the celebra- 
tion. In front of the offices of a Jewish 
newspaper 500 persons danced in the 
street to the music of a band on. the 
fire-escape; men and women embraced 
each other and cried ‘‘ Sholem—peace.”’ 

In Brooklyn the workers of the Morse 
Drydock and Repair Company and of 
shipbuilding companies marched in long 
parades through the streets. to Bor- 
ough Hall.

| There was plenty of singing outside. 
| The parades that were sweeping up and

Julie Keley, the French 
soprano, stood in a window in the Fitz- 
| gerald Building, at the corner of For- 
ty-second Street and Broadway and 
sang ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Banner ”’ and 
the ‘* Marseillaise,’’ and everybody who 
knew the air of the national anthem of 
France tried to sing it on the streets, 
whether the words came easily or not. 

Bars were crowded everywhere. ~Men 
stood four and five deep in front of 
them, drinking to the restoration of 
peace and giving vent to their enthu- 
siasm for the victories of the allied ar- 
mies. For all the drinking, of which 
there was an enormous amount, there 
was very little drunkenness visible in 
the afternoon. The spirit of the day 
was intoxication enough for anybody. 

All the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company’s employes Who were taking 
the day off had been called back: to 
handle the enormous traffic, and though 
the congestion was great at the stations, 
everything moved with satisfactory pre- 
cision and speed. The telephone com- 
pany was another sufferer from the 
prevalent excitement; thousands of calls 
‘came in simultaneously from _ people 
seeking confiymation of the news, and 
a staff still reduced by the influenza 
epidemic had eventually to refuse many 
of the calls which came in from pay 
stations. : 

For all the crowds in Times Square 
and along Broadway, as well as in City 
Hall Park, Madison Square, and other 
gathering places, Fifth Avenue saw the 
biggest assemblage, because it had been 
cleared of automobiles. Around the 
Public Library, naturally, most of the 
celebration centred; but all the way up 
and down the avenue the crowds were 
moving in almost unbroken masses. The 
balustrades and terraces in front of the 
Library were massed with people: a 
Canadian officer stood on the railing 
‘and harangued the crowd in words 
which nobody could hear, but which 
, everybody applauded. And up and down 
the avenue, under the clouded skies of 
the late afternoon, poured throngs of 
flag-waving enthusiasts, shouting and 
singing. 

ore soldiers were kissed yesterday 
in New York than on any other day in 
its history.

But gradually the news spread among 
the afternoon crowds; papers were 
picked off the stands and’ displayed, 
and by word of mouth more and more 
people learned that it was not certain, 
perhaps not true, that the war was at 
an end. At first it was hardly cred- 
ited; the day had been prolific or 
rumors, and the wildest stories had 
found someone to repeat them; but they 
had all been good news. It was said, 
| for example, and in all seriousness, that 
} the reason President Wilson and Secre- 
; tary Tumulty had cast no votes on elec- 
tion day was because they were at that 
moment landing in France, thefr move- 
ments having been carefully concealed ; 
and that the President himself had re- 
ceived the surrender of the German 
j armies in the front trenches. For tales 
|'of this sort there were ready listeners, 
but nobody wanted either to tell or to 
_believe that the great news was all a lie. 

Yet eventually it spread; the crowds, 
already thinned by those who had had 
their fill of jubilation and were going 
home to dinner, were thinned still more 
when those wiliing to accept the bad 
news had gone home too. There were 
plenty left to join the newcomers in 
the night’s revelling, but many of the 
most enthusiastic of the afternoon had 
gone home. And even the news that the 
war was still going on created no trou- 





ble. With the ordinary good-humored 
and long-suffering tolerance of an 
American public, most people merely 
said:. ‘‘ Aw, another fake. What do 


you know?’’ 

A good many, by that time, were in 
the frame of mind where their natural 
response was ‘‘ Who cares if it is?” 
and much long-withheld emotion was 
blown off in the conviction that even 
if the war was not over now. it would 
be soon. But there were others, older 
people for the most part, who when 
they found that peace had not yet come, 
went home in silence, their faces dark, 
as they thought of the men in khaki 
who for some time still must face the 
enemy’s machine guns in France. 


MEN IN UNIFORM LIFT 
DRY LAW WITH REST 


| The section of the draft law which 
{makes it a crime to sell or. give intoxi- 
‘cating beverages to soldiers and sailors 
in the uniform of the United States be- 
}came a dead letter law, for several 
;hours, in New York last night.: The 
thousands who jammed the streets 
shouting, singing, .and dancing in cele- 
bration of the armistice, which had not 
been signed, took the soldiers and sail- 
ors of America and the Allies under 
their wing and the result was that every 
sailor or soldier who happened to have 
‘a “thirst ’’’ abowt him had it quenched 
, Without further delay. Until last night 
a drunken soldier or sailor in New York 
was an exception. Last night they were 
to be found everywhere, though as one 
man said, there were ‘‘ more drinking 
than drunk.”’ 
: Early in the evening the situation in 
crowded sections of the city, particu- 
‘larly along upper Broadway, became 
such that in many instances the owners 
of saloons voluntarily closed their places 
and refused to open again. However, 
enough places remained open to make it 
possible for any persons who desired to 
imbibe to get all they wanted. 

It was said last night that United 
States Marshal McCarthy will begii 
investigation today in an effort to find 
out- who some of the persons are who 
violated the law by selling or giving 
whisky to soldiers and sailors lest 
night. The Army Intelligence Service 
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also expected to start an investigation 
with the same end in view as Marshal 
McCarthy's. ~

UNTRUE REPORT STARTS 
WALL STREET REJOICING 


Trading on. the Stock Exchange 
stopped yesterday the moment. the 
ticker announced the false report that 
an armistice had been signed, but ac- 
tivity on the market began again as 
soon as the import of the news was 
realized by the traders. The report was 
heralded ~with shouts and cheers that 


reached the street. 
The Governors of the Exchange met 








at 2:30, half an hour earlier than usual. 
The total transactions for the day 


Se 


amounted to 1,117,000 shares, of Which 
829,000 were dealt in after 12 o'clock. 
The news intensified to an even greater 
extent the differentiation between the 
so-called war and peace stocks, which 
has been going on for .several days. 

After the close of the stock market 
the members of the Exchange joined in 
a jollification. The big war map was 
draped with the American flag upon 
which a. victory wreath was superim- 
posed, this having been delivered as a 
result of a hurry order to a downtown 
florist. Meanwhile the members. cast 
dignity to the winds and cavorted like 
youngsters, and some took it upon them- 
selves to deliver patriotic speeches with 
the trading posts as rostrums. 

Somewhere and somehow the Consoli- 
dated Exchange discovered a band, and 
this was pressed jnto service after the 
close of business it livened the oc- 
casion to a marked degree. When the 
welcome news of surrender was first re- 
ceived the enthusiasm of the members 
knew no bounds. The chairman’s gong 
rang with the tidings and American 
flags appeared in every quarter as if 
the news had been anticipated. 

It was under the folds of Old Glory 
that, the final trading was done. The 
close saw enthusiasm intensified. Army 
and navy men joined in the celebra- 
tion, and there was dancing on the floor 
and in the gallery, the ‘‘ welcome sign 
being hung out at all the portals in- 
viting the general public to partake in 
the celebration.

SHIPWORKERS CELEBRATE. 


Thousands of Men Quit Work and 
Parade for Joy. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7.—Historic 
Independence Hall was this afternoon 
the starting point for a premature peace 
celebration in this city and vicinity. 
Nothing like the demonstration of joy 
has been witnessed here in many years. 

Accepting the rumor as-true, Mayor 
Smith ordered a celebration in accord- 
ance with a prearranged program. The 
Independence Hall bell was rung and 
a great crowd gathered around the 
building. 
blew, the schools were closed, and pa- 
rades were started on the chief streets. 

At Cramps shipyard, where nearly 
15,000 are employed on war work, every- 
body quit work and an enthusiastic cele- 
noekion began. At the Hog Island ship- 
yard the officials and many employes, 
headed by the yard brass band and girls 
carrying American flags, paraded over 
the miles of roadway_in the plant. 

All over the city great excitement pre-

papers of the country withdrawing the

The 
cable from the United Press correspond- 
ent at Amsterdam cited the Kreuz-Zei- 
tung as authority for the statement that 
‘“Admiral Buelow and General von 
Wrisberg have been named as German 
delegates to the peace conference. 
“Tt stands to reason,’’ said an official 
of the United Press, ‘‘that Germany 
would not name delegates to the peace 
conference ynless an armistice had been 
signed.”’ 

The fact that the Government at 
Washington jhad not received any in- 
formation confirming the Howard-Simms 
cable, it was said, was not unusual. 
The United Press, it was added, received 
the news of the landing of marines and 
sailors at Vera Cruz, Mexico, in 1914, 
three hours before the news reached the 
Navy Department. 


Thinks It ‘‘ Streak of Luck.’’ 


‘“The Navy Department at that time,’’ 
said Mr. Hawkins, ‘‘ issued a denial of 
the accuracy of that report. A few 
hours later it received the official con- 
firmation. In this instance it is possible 


that following the signing of the armis- 
tice the censorship was tightened until 
the proper time came for the simulta- 
neous announcement of the news in all 
the allied countries.

tion of the message in its office and of 
lits efforts to verify it. The Evening 
Sun, it was stated, was assured by the 
United Press that’ there was no doubt of 
the ‘‘ trustworthiness of the news.”’

The Washing- 
ton correspondent of The Evening Sun 
was at once notified over its leased 
wire, and when he expressed doubt of 
the accuracy of the dispatch the 
United Press was again questioned. 
All during the afternoon The Evening 
Sun was in constant communication 
with the United Press and received 
assurance of the accuracy of the news. 

State Department’s Dental, 

The State Department at about 2:15 
o'clock denied that an armistice had 
been stgned, basing its statement on 
a despatch from Paris. 

i The United Press then sent out the 
| following: ; 
‘‘ Washington, Nov. 7.—The State 
Department received an official mes- 


sage from Paris shortly after 2 
o'clock this afternoon saying that the 
armistice had not been signed at the 
time the message was filed. The 
United Press message announcing the 
igning of the armistice and the cessa- 
tion of hostilities was filed in Paris 
late this afternoon, undoubtedly con- 
siderably later than the message re- 
ceived by. the State Department. 

‘“ Official advices here stated that 
the commissioners at the front were to 
meet late this afternoon. This fact, 
checked up with the transmission of 
the United Press cable meseage, which 
was passed by the censor in Paris, 
showed that there was suffictent time 
for the cable message to have reached 
New York at 12 noon, New York time, 
when it was received and passed by 
the naval censor in New York.”’ 

The State Department then denied 
that the United Press despatch had 
been received Nater than theirs. It 
was said that the Department's de- 
spatch was received in rezponse to in- 
quiries made after the United Press 
dispatch was received. 

Furthermore, word came from Paris, 
according to the State Department,

GERMANS GAS CIVILIANS 





Many Victims of Ruthless Shelling 
of Villages Just Taken by 
the British.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Nov. 6.—The blow inflict- 
ed upon the enemy by the British vic- 
tory of Monday south of Valenciennes, 
at Landrecies and Le Quesnoy was 
so heavy and vital tlat German bat- 
talions, which had escaped capture 
and were in reserve lines, have been 
forced to retreat from the Forest of 
Mormal and on a wide front east of it. 

Haig’s troops are following them 
closely, and behind them once again 
that vast machine, which is the com- 
plement of the modern army, with its 
engineering services, its material 
needed for roads, rails, and bridges, 
its ‘food for men and guns, is on the. 
move, so that the fighting men shall 
not be out of touch with their sup- 
plies. 

No mortal ean imagine what this 
means in terms of traffic and in hu- 
man energy unless he has seen the 
mechanism of war. It means the 
surging forward of motor truck col- 
umns and transport wagons far back 
for scores of miles from the new front 
line, for when one link of the chain is 
extended all that chain has to be 
dragged ahead, and it is a chain made 
by hundreds of thousands of men, 
with all'the material of their labor. 

It means that the big guns have to 
get on the move, crawling up narrow 
roads on monstrous caterpillar trac- 
It means that the tanks have to 
find new hiding ‘places. It means 
that the roads are narrow channels 


4 down which battalions on the march 


are crowded to one side, mud-splashed 
and jammed by endless columns of 


, fleld batteries, by motor busses and 
motor 


trucks, swaying perilously 
along high-cambered tracks on the 
edge of greasy ditches; by staffs and 
the transport of corps and divisional 
headquarters, shifting their lodgings 
from one village to another; by pon- 
toon bridges on heavy wagons; by 
airdrome equipment, packed up for 
removal; by field kitchens, ammuni- 
tion columns and the army of road 


:menders who follow up the fighting 


men. All that happens when the 
troops advance a mile or two, day by 
day, and it is happening now when 
they are getting fofward faster, so 
that these scenes of war are filled 
with the stupendous movement. 

The first day of the. battle was won- 
derfully fine, with an utterly blue sky 
and golden Autumn light shining on 
every russet leaf; but at night there 
was a wild gale which tore down the 
branches of trees and flung down tele- 
graph poles, with their tangle of wires 
broken by the Germans on their re- 
treat. : 

Rain Slowed Up the Advance. 

Yesterday it rained steadily and was 
foully dismal in a wet blanket of fog 
above. The roads were so sticky in 
mud that there was a great slithering 
and wallowing of horse and motor 
transports, a slowing down of progress 
that was bad for us, but the imagina- 
tion fails to conceive what it must be 
on the German side of the lines, where 
the retreating army looks back over 
its shoulders at the menace in pur- 
suit, and where every block of traffic 
means terror, or death, or capture, 
because the British flying men are 
out, and the British guns are pound- 
ing the roads and British troops are 
marching on. 

The aviators who are hurrying the 
enemy’s retreat have beaten all their 
records lately in air combats, and thetr 
most famous day, when they de- 
stroyed something like seventy hos- 
tile airplanes, has already been sur- 
passed. 

Fought Off Fifty German Planes, 

But one exploit is now the talk of 
the army, and it seems to be as won- 
derful as anything that has been done 
by these knights-errant of the air. It 
happened over the Forest of Mormal, 


there, over’ those dense woods with 
& queer kind of Eiffel Tower in the 
centre of them, flew a Major of one 
of the British flying squadrons, 
searching for the whereabouts of the 
British troops and for any German 
fighting plane which he might chal- 
lenge toa duel. — 

He saw a two-seater, flying at 1,000 
feet to escape the ‘‘ Archies’’ and 
any other trouble, and the Major 
climbed up to it in a wide spiral and 
then from below fired at it. The Ger- 
man pilot and’ observer fell, their ma- 
chine breaking in the air, and one 
man dropping in a parachute. Im- 
mediately a Fokker biplane came into 
view, and the Major heard the 





whistling of bullets through his plane, 
and then felt a hammer stroke on his 


| left thigh. He had been hit, and for 
| the moment was stunned. 


His airplane began to spin out of 


‘control, but the Major became con- 


scious of his danger, and, instinctive- 
ly touching his levers, again got his 
grip on the engine. Then he saw 
that he was surrounded by fifteen 
Fokkers, crowding about him for the 
death shot. 

His defense was by attack, and by a

in British hands since yesterday, and; 


to the instinct of self-preservation 
and anger against those who were 
out to kill him. He handled his ma- 
chine again, mastered it, and looked 
out for the Germans. 

Fram twelve to fifteen enemy scouts 
were in his sky, taking up the hunt 
for him. He flew at one, and saw his 
burst of fire set it alight, so that it 
began falling in flame. At the same 
time bullets were about him like 
wasps. One of them smashed his left 
elbow, and his arm dropped and hung 
loose and useless. 

With ‘one hand he managed now to 
steer and shoot against a new swarm 
of enemies that came like midges. He 
dived steeply to escape them, but 
eight more scoyts chased him down. 
He could not avoid them, so he fought 
them. He fought by manoeuvring for 
position with every stunt known to 
airmen with a little morning wildness 
in their’ hearts, but this was cold, 
deadly skill. It was ‘watched by 
ground observers, who held their 
breath at the sight of that one Brit- 
ish airplane, banking, nose diving, 
looping, with the flock of Germans 
about it. 

For ten or twelve minutes he 
juggled with his airplane to get his 
target among the vultures. He hit 
two and put them out of action, and 
then they had had enough, and he 
‘landed successfully. But when his 
machine came to a rest he did not 
jump out. He sat all crumpled up, 
with his head drooping, and it was on 
a stretcher that he went away. He 
is now in a hospital, gravely wounded, 
and every man out here who knows 
how he fought between fifty and 
sixty hostile aircraft and destroyed 
four and drove down six hopes with 
all his heart that this air knight will 
recover from his wounds. 

It is no wonder that the German 
soldiers have’ constant fear of the 
British airmen. They make no dis- 
guise of it, and in every village cap- 
tured every cottage with a cellar is 
marked “ Flieger Schutz ”.or “ Flie- 
‘| ger Deckung,’’ that is ‘‘ Shelter from 
Aircraft,” showtng how they dread all 
this raiding and bombing by the Royal 
Air Force, which has no mercy on 
them. They are afraid, though they 
are not cowards. : : :

That episode of the battle on Nov. 4 
has a mediaeval touch because of that 
old walled town, and the breaching of 
its bastions, and the challenge for its 
ramparts.

It is fair and 
true to say that. 

On the other hand, their defense was 
! patchy, and while some men put up a 
‘firce struggle, others yielded easily, 
| without much show of fighting. 

In the advance on Iandrecies—it 
‘was in a dense white mist of early 
morning, so that the tanks had to 
steer by compass when they broke 
through the quick-set hedges and 
searched out the machine-gun nests 
ahead of the infantry—there were 
some German machine-gun teams in 
well-camouflaged positions who - did 
not fire a shot. Three hundred Ger- 
mans defended Landrecries Bridge and 
made a demonstration of defense, but 
gave in when they saw rafts and 
canoes with British soldiers crossing 
the canal further south. 


Many Germans Ready to Yield. 


Some men were found hiding without 
firing in rifle pits behind the hedges, 
and were ready to surrender. From 
one village near the Forest of Mormal 


fifty Germans came out of cellars 
where they had been hiding with the 
inhabitants and gave themselves up. 
Other Germans were hiding in trees, 
and had to be brought down by a whiff 
of case shot. 

Thére is one tragedy in this phase 
of the war which all the British sol- 
diers find distressing. It is the pres- 
ence of those civilians in villages and 
farmsteads through which the British 
have to fight their way. Yesterday I 
went into the village of Neuville, near 
' Landrecies, which was captured a few 
{days ago, and saw women and chil- 
idren standing about among the field 
: batteries and transports. That very 
morning they had been just behind the 
fighting line, and their cottage walls 
were pierced with recent shell holes 
and scarred with bullet marks. 

Civilians Killed by German Gas. 

Their courage is astounding, and, 
after crouching in a cellar, which is 
poor protection from shellfire, they 
came up to greet the entry of the 
British with wild enthusiasm. Every 
day some of them are Killed and their 
peril has not passed when the advanc- 
ing troops have freed them. The 
enemy is utterly ruthless and is fling- 
ing large quantities of gas shells into 
villages which he knows are crowded 
with civilian inhabitants. Round 
about Courtrai this tragedy has taken 
an appalling form. Directly the ene- 
my starts shelling the villages the 
women go down into the cellars with 
the children and the shell gas filters 
down to them with its deadly poison. 
The hospitals of Courtrai dre crowded 
with dying mothers and babies. Mme. 
Van de Venne, whose house was the 
headquarters of General Sixt von Ar- 
nim, commanding the German forces 
in Flanders, and from which she was 
turned out at intervals because her 
rooms were wanted by the Kaiser, 
Ludendorff, Hindenburg, and von 
Deimling, told me that whole families 
of Flemish people had been killed by 
this gas shelling. 

Out of one family of nine, eight had 
died when I went to Courtrai day be- 
| fore yesterday, ‘and the scenes in the 

hospital ‘with these women and chil- 
dren gasping their life away and ail 
burned about their faces and ‘bodies 
by corrosive fumes are almost un- 
bearable to the nursing sisters. There 
it is widespread horror, and one prays 
for the end of all this devilish thing 
which has put its spell upon man- 
kind, a

MONTENEGROPUTSHOPE 
IN PRESIDENT WILSON 


King Nichelas Says Nation Looks 
to Him for a Safe and 
Independent Future. 


PARIS, Nov. 7, (Associated Press.)— 
Montenegro looks to President Wilson 
to obtain for it a safe and independent 
future, the exiled King Nicholas told 
The Associated Press today in discussing 
the. future of his country, now that it is 
being cleared of the enemy. The King 
said that he hoped Montenegro would 
become a part of the new State of Jugo- 
slavia. 

King Nicholas, who fled from his coun- 
try when it was invaded and overrun 
4 the Austrians in the Winter of 1915- 

6, 
his little kingdom as soon as it:could 
be . He appeared greatly dis- 
tressed by reports regarding food and 
other conditions in Montenegro. 

The King showed the correspondent’ a 
telegram of appreciation and thanks 
from President Wilson in answer to one 
that the King had sent te the President. 
After saying that his people put their 
trust in President Wilson to secure for 
them a safe and independent future, he 
was 4sked what form the political future 
of Montenegro would take. The King 
handed the correspondent a proclama- 
tion which he had fust issued to the 
Montenegrin people, reading in part: 

‘* Brotvers: With the liveliest and most 
joyous enthusiasm, sure of the appro- 
bation cf my faithful people, I solemnly 
declare that my dear Montenegro should 
b.come a constituent part of Jugoslavia, 
and enter in the Jugoslav community 
frankly and henestiy. as ‘t has struggled

unite ourselves as brothers in a con- 
federated Jugoslavia in which each 
(State?) will retain its rights, institu- 
tions, religion, and and- in 
which no one will dare pretend to su- 
premacy, but where all will be equal.’’ 

Besides defining the political future, 
the proclamation pays the following 
tribute to President Wilson: : 

‘“‘ Learning of the just and virile re- 
ply addressed by the great President of 
the United States to our secular enemy, 
Austria, a response which sharply af- 
firms the right to imdependence and 
union of the Jugosiavs, I have felt pro- 
found joy that at last justice is rendered 
our race which has sufffered so much.’’ 

The King’s message concludes: 

“ Salutations to our dear brother Jugo- 
slavs from their old and tried and te- 
day happiest Jugosiav, the King of 
Montenegro. Long live President Wil- 
son! Long live the Allies! ”’ 

The proclamation is signed by King 
Nicholas and countersigned by M. Popo- 
vitch, the Premier and Foreign Minister ; 
Finance Minister Voulvitch, Minister of 
War Haidoukovitch, and Minister of 
Justice Chotch. 

‘My, people are a good people,’’ con- 
tinued the King. ‘ They are industrious 
and strong, but they have been treated 
so badly that now they are wretched. 
One thousand of the leading men have 
| been driven from the country by the 
invaders, and 2,000 of the nobility are 
prisoners in the hands of the Austrianb.

are without leadership. 

“‘ Enemy requisitions have stripped the 
country of domestic animals, grain, and 
all food supplies. The men and women 
have scarcely any clothing and bed 
clothes have been cut wp for clothing.

| In conclusion, King Nicholas expressed 
‘the hope that Montenegro could be made

This turned the German 
flank in the east of the Champagne, and 
the entire line collapsed. 


The German defense has completely 
broken, No attempt is now being made 
to stand short of the Ardennes. . They 
are getting away as fast as ‘they can 
travel. The successes of yesterday have 
been most destructive in their effects 
and of themselves will do much to pre- 
vent another attempt at a renewal of 
the fighting, with or without an armi- 
stice. 


.Sedan has fallen to the American 
forces. No single victory of the war has 
been so impressive or has been more im- 
portant.

It is, in 
fact, due partly to Sedan that the lust 
of Germany was first aroused to the 
point where she was willing to turn lose 
upon the world the present cataclysm in 
ordér to gratify it.

‘for the massacre before an International 
court.’’ 

Internal political conditions in Russia 
are indicated in the following cablegram 
from Omsk, seat of the All-Russian 
Government as well as of the Siberian 
Government, received by the Russian 
embassy : 

“There has been effected a final fu- 
sion between the All-Russian Govern- 

_ ment and the Siberian Government and 
the supreme power is now concentrated

“It is evident that the exit of Russia 
from the number of belligerents and the 
process of dismemberment which it is 
suffering has a deep influence on_ the 
fate of ail the other countries. Further- 
more, the problems of the future of 
Russia shou d be considered by Govern- 
ments and nations of the universe as 
a 
will not perish. She is greatly suffer- 
ing, but not dead. Her national forces 
are regaining with remarkable quick- 
ness, and her effort to recover her unity 
and greatness will not cease until she 
attains this sublime aim. 

‘* Moreover, the reconstruction of a 
powerful and prosperous Russia presents 
itself as a condition necessary to the 
maintenance of order and international 
equilibrium.

_TIME CUT DUE TO SHORTAGE 


Commissioner Whitney Attacks 
Mayor Again—Says He Has More 
Letters from Hylan. 


Motorman A. E. Lewis, or Luciano, 


who drove the train which was wrecked § 


last Friday with the loss of ninety-one 
lives in the Malbone Street tunnel on 
the Brighton Beach line of the B. R, T., 
had not taken'the usual Course of in- 
struction as a motorman and was never 
officially certified as a motorman, ac- 
cording to instructors of motormen on 
the B. R. T. who were called by District 
Attorney Lewis of Kings at the hearing 
before Mayor Hylan, sitting as a Magis- 
trate. 

Joseph B. McCann, of 4,909 Eleventh 
Avenue, Brooklyn, who has been a 
motorman and instructor on the B. R. T. 


for seven years, said that he had given § 


Lewis only two hours and a half of 
mechanical instruction. He said he 
usually gave twelve hours, including 
training in the handling of brakes, be- 
fore he considered a man qualified. Mc- 
Cann said that he had given orders that 
Lewis should receive the regular train- 
ing by riding*at the side of motorman 
on trips over the various lines, but he 
diu not know how far his instructions 
had been carried out. 

Motorman Lewis failed to put on the 
brakes, on his first tri p a as a practical 
motorman, which ended in the catas- 
trophe in the Malbone Street tunnel, ac- 
cording to several witnesses, although it 
has not been established yet whether he 
took the curve ot the tunnel with ter- 
rific speed in ordér to make up for iost 
time due to a previous blunder, or 
whether he was incapable of handling 
the mechanism of the brakes 


McCann explained that his failure to 


give more thorough instruction in the 
Mecnanical part to Lewis was because 
Su-ervising Motorman Wilbur Lewis 
and Division Superintendent T. A. Blu- 
étte had told him that, on account of 
the shortage of motormen, the period of 
instruction should be shottened for train 
dispatchers who were seeking to qualify 
as motormen. He said he had been told 
to cut down the period of instruction 
only for this class of candidates.

merely like that of a clerk?" asked Dis- é 


trict Attorney Lewis.

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THE DEMONSTRATIONS. 

It will never be said again that the 
American people do not know how to 
*« celebrate ’’ or that, like their breth- 
ren of England, they take their pleag- 
es sadly. From its accustomed pre- 
eccupation with daily affairs, New 
ork City yesterday leaped in an in- 
stant and full-throated into universal 
and tumultuous demonstrations of re- 
joicing when the news came, unhap- 
pily false, that Germany had signed 
the conditions of armistice. No-pre- 
arranged and organized joy-making 
could have equaled its scope and in- 
tensity; we have had many of that 
order, but never one like this. Years 
of foreboding and dread, all the accu- 
mulated anxieties of war, gave way 
at once to the unbounded joy of tri- 
umph; the passionate longing for vic- 
tory, known to be so near, had core 
to realization, and. unquestioning ‘mul+ 
titudes, the whole people of the great 
city, in fact, gave free play to their 
emotions. 

There is infinite regret that the 
report of the enemy’s surrender was 
unfounded, for this deception will 








.#@urely in some measure temper the 


public sentiment and behavior when 
the news of Germany’s capitulation is 
made known past all doubt. It will 
not be easy to match that ‘* first free 
eareless rapture ’’ of millions here and 
all over the country that made yester- 
day memorable.. 

Surrender and the news of it will 
mot be long delayed, if we may put 
faith in the indications that make it 
seem inevitable and proximate. The 
remnant of Germany’s armies, now 
hard pressed by Haic, PETAIN, and 
PERSHING, with the supreme genius of 
Focu at the post of direction, even 
though that remnant be still of for- 
midable strength, is in a _ position 
growing every day more perilous. 
Unrest and disorders within the Em- 
pire are increasing; revolts of seamen 
at Kiel, copied from the live Bolshe- 
vist model, are reported. Moreover, 
what are the German delegates to do 
save to sign the armistice, accepting 
all its conditions? There is no alter- 
native. Marshal Focu is not receiving 
them for purposes of discussion. Ger- 
many must submit or fight, and we 
know that of fighting she has had 
enough. a Ss

AN INDEMNITY FUND. 

Mr. Pautmer, the Alien Property 
Custodian, asks bankers and business 
men to co-operate with him in Ameri- 
canizing the German corporation prop- 
erty, valued at more than $100,000,- 
000, soon to be sold at public auction. 
He has taken into his custody 200 
companies in which German enemies 

’ Held a majority interest. “Their value 
is between $700,000,000 and $800,000, - 
000. Other acquisitions now foreseen 
may increase the total to $1,000,000,- 
000. _The- buyers at auction must be 
loyal citizens of the United States. ‘' I 
would divorce utterly and forever,’’ 
the Custodian says, ‘‘ all German 
capital from American industry.’’ The 
German Government recently, in a 
note forwarded by the Swiss Legation 
at Washington, protested against his 
action and the law of Congress giving 
him authority, complaining that the 
legislation was designed to ‘‘ shackle 
** the opportunities of German shipping 
** interests,’’and ‘‘do lasting injury to 
Germany’s economic éxistence.’’ Prob- 
ably views of the same kind are held 
by commanders of U-boats. Germany 
threatened to retaliate in treatment of 
American property, but the value of 
such property in that country does 
not exceed $14,000,000. “3 

Under Mr. PALMER’s control many 
of the corporations have been earning 
large profits." These are invested in 
Liberty bonds. Sonie time ago he 
publicly expressed anxiety about the 
final disposition of this money, fear- 
ing that after the war it would be 
given to the German stockholders. The 
accumulated fund is now to be in- 


creased greatly by the proceeds of 


auction sales. Eyentually it may 


¥ 
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amount to $1,000,000,000, a large 
sum, it is true, but also a small one 
in comparison with our nation’s war 
expenses. 
How shall this money be used? In 
his note of the Sth to Getmany, Presi- 
dent Wits0n said the Allies would in- 
sist upon ‘* compensation ’’. by Ger- 
many “ for all-damage done to their 
‘‘ civilian populations and their prop-) 
‘erty by the aggression of Germany 
‘* by land, by sea,’ and from the air.’’ 
Mr. PALMER suggests that the fund 
may be ‘‘ part of an immediate con- 
‘* tribution for rebuilding Belgium and 
‘* Northern France.’’ If this money 
shall be made a part of the indemnity 
which Germany must pay, she is 
fortunate in having so much cash 
here available for satisfying her obli- 
gations. ‘ 
WHO DID IT? 
The responsibility for the perpetra- 
tion yesterday of the most flagrant 
and culpable act of ptiblic deception in 
the whole history of hews gathering 
and dissemfnation appears to be divid- 
ed between the Paris office of the Uni- 
ted Press and the censor there, who 
sanctioned thé transmission of the 
false dispatch reporting that the ar- 
mistice had been sighed. The censor 
in New York who consented to its pub- 
lication must be held blameless, for he 
was justified in assuming that what 
had -:passed the cénsor in France was 
authentic ahd trué. Thé matter was 
one of transcéndent importance to the 
whole world, in respect to which ex- 
traordinary diligence in ~ verification 
was demanded. That safeguard ap- 
pears to have been neglected. 
According to statements made here 
by the United Press, the dispatch was 
received in New York shortly before 
noon, at once passed by the censor, 
and published in afternoon newspa- 
pers. At that time the German dele- 
gates had not reached the French 
lines, indeed they had not yet arrived 
last évening and, were then not ex- 
pected until 10 P. M. Many news dis- 
patches, truthful and innocent in 
character, have beem delayed or sup- 
pressed by the overseas censorship be- 
cause of the fear that they might give 
‘* information to the enemy,’’ when it 
has been obvious that the enemy must 
already have been in possession of the 
facts reported. Here was a false dis- 
patch, a monstrous invention, in re- 
spect to the most important event in 
the whole course of the war, and it 
makes its way unchallenged through 
the ehannels of publicity to deceive 
an expectant world. 
Somewhere there was blame, for 
which mere censure will not be held to 
be a sufficient penalty. It is to be as- 
sumed that searching official inquiry 
will disclose thé culprit, and that pun- 
ishment appropriute to the offense will 
be inflicted. 
It should be noted that the United 
Press,*a private corporation selling 
news tq aftérhoon newspapers, is not 
connected with and is very different 
from The Associated Press, which is a 
co-operative organization of the lead- 
ing newspapers of the country, oper- 
ated without profit and controlled by 
the newspapers themselves.

SEDAN. 

France is much beloved of us, and 
the Tricolor stirs the blood of Ameri- 
cans. We shall always honor the 
name of LAFAYETTE, and our gratitude 
for the aid of France in the dark 
days when the young Republic was 
fighting its way into the light will 
never die. it has fallen to troops of 
the United States under PsersHina to 
be the first to enter Sedan in the 
great offensive of the Western Allies 
before which the Germans have been 
retreating to their frontier, leaving 
thousands of prisoners and great spoil 
of: guns in the hands of the French, 
British, Belgians, Americans, one of 
the most disastrous retirements in his- 
tory. . 

It seems only the other day that 
PerRsHine stood at the grave of the 
Frenchman 806 beloved of WasHiNa- 
TON, and spoke those words that will 
always be ‘i..cimorable: ‘‘ We Have 
come, Laratetts! ’’ For forty-eight. 
years ‘‘ révafiche ’’ for the woe they 
suffered at Sedan has been written on 
the hearts of Frenchmen. The word 
has beéh a synonym for the defeat, 
humiliation, 4nd abasement that the 
Germans inflicte€ upon a proud na- 
tion in the war of 1870. Who could 
have dreamed in all the intervening 
years of waiting and forbeararice that 
it would not be the Tricolor but the 
Stars and Stripes of the ally of the 
Américan Révoltition which the eyes 
of Frenchmen living in Sedan would 
see streaming in victorious battle 
above their town in the war that was 
to séttle the long score with Ger- 
many? To Américans as well as 
Frenchmen what a thrill there is in 
the news contained in Mr. JaMEs’s 
dispatch to THr Times this morning: 

In the First Afmy’s remarkable six 
days’ advance of forty kilometers it 
not only libérated @ hundred French 
villages and several thousand civilians, 
but also captured the City of Sedan, 
liberating 5,000 French folk. It also 
cut the main German railroad system 
of communication from the western 
front through Luxemburg. Moreover, 
the Americans have driven the Ger- 
man Fifth and Third Armies, which 
were holding the pivot of the whole 
frant, in full retreat. 

To the mind of every American 
soldier so fortwmate as to take part 
in the glorious entry into Sedan 
must have occurred the contrast 
between the rotit of the Germans, 
which he was witnessing, and their 
arrogant triumph in those days of 
August, 1870, so sempre for Feance. 








Fourth German Armies had taken po- | 
sitions ‘between Metz, where BAZAINE 
was shut up, and Chalons, and “he 
Germans had pressed MacMAaHon’s 
army back toward the Belgian fron- 
tier, foiling his attempt to relieve 
BaZAINE. Defeated in several days of 
fierce fighting, MACMAHON decided to 
make a stand at Sedan, then a fort- 
hress, and he occupied the heights sur- 
rounding it on the west, north and 
east. The Germans, outnumbering 
the French two to one, encircled Mac- 
MAHON’s army. Battle was joined on 
Sept. 1, Wiirttemberg troops blocking 
a French retreat upon Méziéres, and 
the Bavarians, Saxons, Prussians, and 
the King’s Guard attacking the whole 
French line. Few battles have been so 
brief and decisive. After carrying the 
village of. Bazeilles the Germans 
brought their heavy artillery, 500 
guns, to the heights above Sedan and 
began to bombard tha town, to which 
the French had fallen back. Cn the 
second day NApPoLeon III., who was 
with the ill-starred French army, 
raised the white flag. Two thousand, 
nine hundred officers and 83,000 men 
laid down their arms; the French Em- 
peror became a prisoner,’ and with 
his disaster the Second Empire fell. 

There is no fortress of Sedan to 
surrender today. A residential and 
industrial place now, it is to be hoped 
that the retreating Germans have 
spared its churches, the _ college, 
museum and the remains of the 
castle of the fifteenth century. The 
Battle for. Sedan by the Americans 
began, it may be said, on Sept. 26, 
and in an advance of thirty-four 
miles the fighting has been of a des- 
perate character. For sentimental as 
well as for strategic reasons the Ger- 
mans have fought hard to keep the 
énemy from across the sea out ‘of 
Sedan. Linés of communication be- 
tween Metz and Belgium have been 
cut by the American victory, which 
must have cost the Germans far 
greater losses than the French suf- 
fered in the Chalons-Sedan campaign. 

Sedan now means to Germany a 
disaster that has eclipsed the triumph 
of 1870. Americans, who were sup- 
posed to be impotent to transport 
armies across the Atlantic, have been 
the instruments of the revenge for 
which the French had longed. ~ 








VICTOR BERGER’S STATUS. 

When Representative-elect VICToR 
L. BERGER of Wisconsin attempts to 
take his seat in the next Congréss the 
question of his eligibility will undoubt- 
edly come up at once. He is uncer 
indictment for sedition. With the pos- 
sible™exception of Mr. HiLLquiT, with 
whom he shares the leadership and 
control of the Socialist Party, he is 
the most prominent pro-Gefman So- 
cialist in this country. He is a man 
of force and talents, and in the term 
which he served in Congress , before 
the war he made a pleasing record.

If before Congress meets he is tried 
and convicted, the action of the House 
will not be in doubt. If, as is by no 
means improbable, he has not then 
been brought to trial, the question 
will be delicate. To set the precedent 
that an indictment is a bar to a seat 
in Congress would be dangerous, since 
in close elections it would offer a 
temptation to unscrupulous machines 
to trump up indictments in order to 
keep out of Congress men whose elec- 





tion was foreseen. If the indictment | 
is disregarded and the opposition rests | 
on the ground that BERGER has con- | 
ducted himself in a way to aid the! 
public enemy in time of war, the! 
House, which is the sole judge of the! 
qualifications of its members, would: 
have a perfect right to exclude him; 
but the House is wisely chary of ex- 
ercising its power in this way. 

If the indictment has not yet been 
brought up for trial, the House may 
hold BERGER’s case in abeyance. If 
the Department of Justice does not 
immediately bring him to trial, the 
House should insist that it do so, to 
the end that the Fifth Milwaukee 
District shall not remain unrepre- 
sented in Congress.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE DECISIONS. 
Woman suffrage seems to have won 

in two States Tuesday and to have lost 
in two. The ‘‘ redemption ”’ of Mich- 
igan must give the suffragists special 
pleasure. Incidentally, the oscillations 
of Wolverine opinion about woman 
suffrage may be thought to indicate 
that Michigan has a strong dash of 
that ‘‘ variable and always changing ’’ 
character, classically, and no doubt er- 
roneously, attributed by a great poet 
to woman. 

In 1912 a suffrage amendment was 
rejected in Michigan by so small a 
majority, variously reckoned at from 
600 to 750, that the friends of the 
amendment asked for a recount. In 
1913 the amendment was beaten by 
96,000. Tuesday it received what is 
called ‘‘a comfortable majority.’’ 
Since bothr parties, all the politicians, 
and most of the press favored it, its 
good fortune seemed assured, yet re- 
turns from half the precincts, includ- 
ing those of Wayne County, of which 
Detroit is the chief city, show a suf- 
frage majority of only some 17,000. 
The politic course, the practical una- 
nimity of the politicians, by no means 
indicates the want of a strong anti- 
suffrage sentiment in the electorate.

congratulated. Are there any shrewd- 


er heads at playing on the timidity of 
the politicians? ’ 

South Dakota seems to have adopted 
an interesting form of suffrage amend- 
ment. It gives the ballot to women, 
but refuses it to all persons who are 
not fully naturalized citizens and have 
not lived a year in the State. It was 
expected that men of foreign birth,’ 
notably those of German birth, nu- 
merous in Sduth Dakota, would op- 
pose the amendment; since it deprives 
them of their existing right to vote on 
their ‘‘ first papers,’’ after a resi- 
dence of six months in-the State. 

In Louisiana woman suffrage was 
defeated by the great adverse vote in 
New Orleans, but is said to have car- 
ried ‘‘ more than half of the parishes, 
‘* while the vote was close in nearly 
‘*all the others, except in New Or- 
“leans.” Such a result, if actually 
attained, in a Southern State must 
give the suffragists a stronger feeling 
of encouragement and surprise than 
their accidental victory in New York. 

In O%lahoma, often called a South- 
ern State, woman suffrage was ‘‘ bad- 
ly defeated.’’ For what subtle polit- 
ical reason it was submitted to the 
people, against the wishes of the suf- 
fragists, it is said, Oklahoma may be 
presumed to know. The Oklahoma 
Constitution provides that a Constitu- 
tional Amendment must receive, for 
adoption, two-thirds of the votes for 
the leading candidate at the election 
as well as two-thirds of the votes on 
the amendment itself. So the suf- 
frage amendment had small chance. 


Was it put up just for the sake of 


putting it down? 

The map of the States which have 
complete woman suffrage still looks 
queer. To a great region of the Far 
West—Washington, Montana, Wyo- 
ming, Idaho, Oregon, California, Ari- 
zona, Nevada, Utah, Colorado—South 
Dakota of the Middle West and ‘‘ Ba- 
nana Belt ’’ is now added, having re- 
ceived the light, perhaps, from illu- 
minated adjoining Wyoming and Mon- 
tana. Ever-leading' Kansas carries 
the torch to the Missouri frontier. To 
the Mississippi the light doesn’t reach. 
Michigan brings it to the Lakes. Then 


Eastward all is darkness up to New: 


York. Thence black. night reigns 
again to the Canadian line. Maine 
went dark only last year. 

Still, ‘the suffragists are  ‘‘ doing 


quite well.’’ Why can’t they be con- 
tented with their State triumphs, in- 
stead of trying to force their doctrine 
gnd practice on States that make wry

THE NEAREST PEACE PROBLEMS. 

Troubles are not all over because the 
war is near its end. There will be 
many adjustments of details and eco- 
nomic reconstructions for which there 
are no precedents regarding either. size 
or complexity. These will end as the 
Allies dictate, but the decisions on 
what to dictate will not be easy to 
foresee or to enforce. 

In these troubled waters the specu- 
lators in ‘‘ goods and_ services ’’ 
should not be allowed to seek their 
profit at the general cost any more 
than in security speculation. 

The oversight of nongovernmental 
activities should end as soon as prac- 
ticable, but not until it is assured that 
no such undesirable competitive activ- 
ities as marked the beginning of the 
war shall obstruct the beginnings of 
peace. In that process there are 
priorities of demands for goods and 
services which should be served in 
their turn, in the opinion of those not 
concerned with the profit or the loss 
of the business done. In the revers- 
ing of the machine which was started 
with so much difficulty it will remain 
true that there is greater need of con- 
trolling the smaller interests than the 
large. Mr. HooveR saw more clearly 
than the man in the street how thé 
use of one spoonful of sugar instead 
of two enlarged the supplies: for our 
foreign friends. If smaller interests 
had the foresight and intelligence of 
the larger they would have equal self- 
control, and would submit equally to 
public control. But it cannot.be said 
that they have demonstrated such 
qualities in the recent past, and they 
should not now be allowed to repeat 
the mistakes made by even the great- 
est interests further back. 

The return of normal conditions of 
freedom of economic action is greatly 
to be desired at the earliest moment, 
but not prematurely. The impatience 
which would seek to revise'or over- 
rule national control in local interest 
is not permissible, and has something 
of pernicious activity about it. The 
problem of supplying the world’s needs 
is international, and only our na- 
tional authority is fitted to co-operate 
with other nations. The coal, food, 
and clothing problems are among those 
which are worldwide. They must be 
solved before enterprise in meeting the 
appetite for nonessentials is allowed 
free play. It is a happy chance that 
there exists the machinery which it 
would be necessary otherwise to create 
under disadvantages.

‘there was a broad expanse of mud flats. 
An advance over such a terrain would 
be slow and difficult, even if no opposi- 
tion were encountered, and in this case 
every inch of the way could and would 
be swept by a savage firé from the many 
machine guns which the Germans could 
bring into action if their enemies were 
mad enough to venture into the open. 

But there was a single weakness: in 
this excellent logic. Just here, and no- 
where else in that sector, there would be 
a slight element of surprise in the. at- 
tack. Slight as that element was, and 
soon as it would be over, it seems that 
it decided the Americans to cross the 
river just there. And they crossed it! 
Some of them swam ‘over, others were 
pulled over by ropes stretched by the 
first to reach the other side, dnd the 
engineers were at work as soon as the 
signal was given, and they built bridges 
a little faster than the Gérmans: could 
destroy them. 

The correspondents in that part of 
the field hold that this passage of the 
Meuse was a magnificent exploit. They 
do not claim that in the bravery shown 
there a new high mark for the war was 
made, but they do insist that all pre- 
vious marks were equaled, and, when 
one remembers what other things have 
been done in this war, realization comes 
tthat praise could not be greater. The 
Americans, in short, had accomplished 
the impggsible, just as it has been ac- 
complished many times before by their 
allies, and by themselves not infre- 
quently. : 

War, curiously enough, requires that, 
now and then, of all who take part 
in it—requires that they shall ignore 
every consideration of self-interest and 
self-preservation—that they shall act as 
they never have acted in times of peace— 
that they shall sacrifice, if need be, ail 
they have and are for a cause the tri- 
umph of which they will not see, the 
advantages of which they will not en- 
joy. 





A grievance that will 
lifiger long and hurt 
much has been created 
by the general inclina- 
tion among the En- 
tente belligerents to withhold from pub- 
lication the names of the individual sol- 
diers and of the military groups, régi- 
ments, and companies that have’ per- 
formed great deeds. The British have 
carried out this policy of concealmént 
with greater strtetness than the other 
Allies, and the French perhaps least, but 
for all of them it has been the rule 
rather than the exception. 

The theory or explanation of this is fa- 
miliar—it keeps the enemy from obtain- 
ing, or makes it difficult instead of easy 
for the enemy to obtain, information 
useful in his operations. That is an ex- 
cellent purpose, cbviously, and it may 
not be becoming for civilian critics to 
find fault withethe experts and special- 
ists in deciding to what extent the dep- 
rivation of fame shall go. Nevertheless, 
the impulse to complain is strong—so 
strong that in some minds there has 
been aroused the unkind suspicion that 
the military censorship has more than 
one object, and that one of the objects is 
to protect military men from the judg- 
ment that might ctherwise fall on their 
mistakes. 

Unkind suspicion, however, is rathér 
more apt to be unjust than just, and 
probably it is in this instance. But how 
can it be believed that anybody would 
have been harmed, or the Germans in 
any way helped, if, in the dispatch of 
yesterday which told of the long fight 
between one British flight Major and a 
huge flock of German planes—between 
fifty and sixty of them—the name of the 
Major had been fncluded? It was a 
marvelous—almost a miraculous—combi- 
nation of skill, courage, and iuck that 
enabled him at Yast to escape from the 
ambush into. which he had fallen, and 
incidentally to destroy four hostile 
planes and disable five or six others be- 
fore he got away. 

For the better part of this amazing 
battle the Major was suffering from 
wounds that deprived him of the use of 
one arm and both legs, but he brought 
his machine home at last, and not the 
least satisfactory part of the story is 
that he is *going to recover.. That .we 
cannot know who he is seems hard.

| *“We Americans feel proud to have 
: given in the great Inter-Allied Army 
our unreserved help and to strike daily 
heavy blows upon the enemy. We are 
quite hopeful as to the issue of the’ op- 
eration. We feel the Germans, unable 
to prevent the methodical execution of 
our plans, giving way under our pres- 
sure.

CZECHS RAISING ARMY. 


National Committee’s Authority Su- 
preme—Germans Disarmed. 


AMSTERDAM, Nov. 6.—All men Hable 
to military service up to 26 years of 
age throughout Czechoslovakia have 
been called to the colors, according to 
a Prague dispatch to The Weser Zeitung 
of Bremen. It is said that this order 
includes German Bohemia. 

Comments in the Czech press indi- 
cate that the mobilization is against 
Germany. 














BERNE, Nov. 3.—News from Bohemia 
shows that the Czechoslovak National 
Committee has established authority ev- 
erywhere without difficulty, even in 
such German cities as Olmutz, Brunn, 
Tropan, Iglau, Leitha, Leitmeritz and 
Rumburg. The Germen garrisons every- 
where have been surprised and disarmed 
by the Czech soldiers. 

The Czechoslovak authorities are or- 
ganizing the National Army with re- 
markable speed. They immediately re- 
grouped the existing forces, orderéd a 
genéral revision of the lists of soldiers, 
and ‘afe calling up new classes. 

On Saturday the Hungarian Govern- 
ment at Budapest issued an order pro- 
hibiting all freight traffic toward Ger- 
mahy and German-Austria on the Dan- 
ube. It is estimated that 20,000 tons of 
foodstuffs and other goods consigned to 
Germany are held on Hungarian terri- 


ory. 

According to the best information the 
changes —t place in Vienna and 
Budapest are being accomplished with- 
out much disorder. 

ZURICH, Nov. 7.—Empress Zita of 
Austria has asked permission of the 
Prague Government to go with her chil- 
dren to Brandeis Castle on the. Elbe, 
in ohemia, according to the Prague 
Tagblatt. The Government in its reply 
consented to the Empress’ entry into 
Bohemia as a private individual.

FOUR WAYS INTO GERMANY. 


Towns of the South Will Be, Ex- 
posed to Aerial Attack. 


LONDON, Nov. 7, (British Wireless 
Service.)—In reporting the conditions of 
"the armistice laid down by the Italians 
to the Austrians, the German Wireless 
Service of Nov. 4 added this comment: 

“Tt is assumed that the conditions are 
not to be understood in such a way 
that enemy armies might use the free- 
dom of movement for an attack on 
Germany.” 

This assumption, It may be said, is 
contrary to the truth. The intention of 
the Allies is to use their freedom: of 
movement in Austria to further, at the 
earlicst possible moment, a converging 
attack on Germany through Bavaria. 
The towns of South Germany, such as 
Munich, Dresden, and Leipsic, will be 
immediately exposed to aerfal attack, 
and Berlin is no great distance away 
from the frontier. 

There is no disposition to attempt 
anticipating the intentions of Marshal 
Foch, who has been appointed Gener- 
alissimo for the purpose of co-ordinating 
an allied attack on Germany on the 
new southern front to be created before 
the Spring of 1919, but it may be pointed 
out that he will have at his disposal not 
merely the Italian Army of 3,000,000 
men, but the British and French forces 
in Italy, the French, British, and Serbian 
forces in Serbia and Macedonia, and the 
British forces released from Palestine 
and Mesopotamia. A high military au- 


thority points out various alternative 
routes by which an attack might be 
directed. 

There is the obvious route by way of 
Trent, along the oldest highroad between 
Italy and Innsbruck, to the Brenner 
Pass; there is the railway leading from 
the new Italian eastern front through 
Laibach, giving access to the network 
of railways leading from lower Austria 
to the Bavarian frontier, where it is 
nearest to Munich and Ratisbon, and- 
there is the frontier railway through 
Prague, which opens up possibilities aft 
approach to Dresden and Breslau, 

There are other lines of approach 
through Belgrade, and it is unnecessery 
to point out that the Saloniki-Nish-e- 

—~ line is now completely in Entente 

ands.

There as Very Important— 
Praise for Colonel House.

PARIS, Nov. 7.—Lord Northcliffe 
has sent me the following statement: 

** Revisiting France after an inter- 
val of some months, I am asked many 
questions as to public opinion in Great 
Britain about the qualities of the 
2,000,000 men of the United States 
army. A portion is fighting finely 
with the British army in the north. 
The main force is engaged in a great 
struggle in the Argonne in a battle of 
the wilderness, as it is called, where 
vast masses of Germans are defend- 
ing Meziéres—the road into Germany 
by way of Metz. 

** I can claim to be the first English 
writer ever to describe the American 
soldiers in this war. There was with 
the Canadian army a regiment’ of 
doughboys who enlisted in the days of 
your neutrality and shared with the 
Canadians some of the severest fight- 
ing in the mud of Flanders. I had 
my Christmas dinner with them in 

** I was, therefore, one of the first 
to have the opportunity of observing 
the kind of soldier the United States 
would produce. A good many people, 
and not a few Americans among them, 


had got it into their heads that the 
American soldier would enter into the 
war in the exuberant spirit of a base- 
bell ‘fan.’ That was not so in 1915, 
and it is not so in the case of the 
2,000,000 army of 1918. The boys 
who have been rushed across the 
Atlantic in hundreds of thousands, 
aided, if I may be allowed to say so, 
by John Bulls navy and transports, 
are just as quiet and determined, dar- 
ing, and modest as that portion of the 
American Navy which is working with 
frictionless and fraternal amity with 
the British fleet. 


Some “ Miracles” of the War. 


** Glancing back to obtain a rough 

idea of the American effort up to date, 
as I have seen it in the United States, 
fin Great Britain, and in France, one 
must again place on record one’s ad- 
miration of the miracle of the instant 
operation of the selective draft or con- 
scription, as we call it over here. The 
next miracle was the erection of the 
gigantic cantonments and the housing, 
clothing, feeding, drilling, and rail- 
road transport of your millions as I 
witnessed them in many parts of your 
country. 
‘ ** Coincident with this service to the 
cause was the United States support 
of unity of command, by which alone 
the great recent victories have been 
made possible. No less service has 
been rendered by the adaptation of a 
large part of France to the needs of 
your tremendous army. Scores of 
thousands of men, whose work is not 
heard of, have spread over France a 
network of rail and wire that has 
arisen as if by magic. 

‘** When the history of the war 
comes to be written, the story of the 
Signal Corps of the United States 
Army under General Russell and Colo- 
nel John J: Carty will read like a 
page of romance. 

** Of the work of the American Red 
Cross and Y. M. C. A., good as it has 
been, much more will yet be heard. 

Timely Help of the Armada. 

** But perhaps the greatest achieve- 
ment of all was the coming to Europe 
of your armada, which arrived at a 
moment when the Allies, who had been. 
guddenly attacked by an enemy tht 
had been preparing since the reign of 
Frederick the Great, were feeling the 
strain and stress of their effort, for 
belated preparedness means” great 
losses of blood and material. 

‘* The most ditficult of undertakings 
had to,be faced—the creation of a staff 
—a work entirely new to most of those 
concerned in it. And never forget 
. that it is a staff fit tor the task of 
making war on a scale of millions of 
men. 

‘* We have lost all sense of propor- 
tion in this war. Just remember that 
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the number of British troops engaged 
at the battle of Waterloo was only 
about 24,000, and the whole action 
took place in an area only as large as 
an ordinary race track. These facts 
will help to keep ones view of this 
war in proper dimensions. 

The American army is now fighting 
in difficult country I knew it before 
the war, and I have known it since. 
It faces the Argonne Forests and 
bluffs with German machine guns 
manipulated in scores of thousands, 
which, under these conditions have 
been brought to perfection by four 
years of this kind of intensive 
fighting. 

Fighting Superbly in the Argonne. 
‘**It has been pointed out by the 
best war writers, that looking at the 
map is the wrong way of looking at 
the war. The map does not neces- 
sarily show the nature of the country 
or the concealed positions and camou- 
flage. Recently your pcople before 
advancing had to put up a 19-hour 
bombardment, and even then the high 
explosives and other kinds of shell had 
not found all the hidden machine guns 
of the enemy. 

‘* The disadvantage of such warfare 
ahd of such methods of fighting is that 
the Germans can operate a maximum 
number with a minimum of men. Such 
a@ method means long and severe fight- 
ing. That was their system at Lens 
and Valenciennes, and at other places 
known to every reader of these re- 
marks. : 
‘* Take the map in your hand, and 
you will see why the enemy_is making 
this desperate resistance to the Ameri- 
can army in the Argonne. It is be- 
cause here is the pivot of the whole 
of the German retreat. Here is a 
country provided with cormparatively. 
few roads; and where transport is ac- 
cordingly difficult. 

‘* People who imagine that General 
Pershing should advance at the rate of 
so many yards a week should remem- 
ber the difficulties which the British 
had at Ypres, where we fought from 
1914 to 1918. Many critics wondered 
when Ypres would be in our hands. 
Often great impatience was manifest- 
ed. The American army has a similar 
task. It is not only fighting superbly, 
but it is holding up an immense num- 
ber of Germans who otherwise, per- 
haps, would have been dispersed up 
and down the line or might have con- 
centrated outside of Amiens or Lille, 
for example. 

Earning History’s Recognition. — 


‘* I voice the views of every British 
officer with whom I have talked in 
saying that the great American effort 
in the Argonne, faced as it was with a 
large concentration of Germans there, 
has been one of the’ finest of the 
American successes since the putting 
over of the selective draft. General 
Pershing and his brave boys who are 
fighting. the Battle of the Wilderness 
are earning the recognition of history. 
Here s to them! 

‘** And now the United States Gov- 
ernment has sent to Europe Colonel 
ilouse to confer with the allied repre- 
sentatives respecting the many diffi- 





cult political and diplomatic questions 
presented by the request of the Central 
Empires for peace. Colonel House is 
well known to European statesmen. 
His great wisdom commands universal 
respect here. His counsel helped a 
year ago to make the ultimate military 
victcry possible. We all believe that 
today his counsel will help insure ulti- 
mate unity of political and diplomatic 
action following our military victory.’’

Increase of 614 New Cases Reported 4 
Over Previous Day. 


The report of the Health Department 
showed a material increase in Spanish 
iiiueuza cases reported during the 
twenty-four hours ended at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning. The number of new 
cases was 1,061, an increase of 614 over 
the previous twenty-four hour report. 
Health Commissioner Copeland said 
that, in his opinion, the increase was 
due in a measure to the fact that many 
doctors neglected to report cases on 
Blection Day.

According to reports today of 
the district Fuel Administration, this is 
the first month that has shown a pro- 
duction in excess of 3,000,000 tons. Oc- 
tober deliveries were more than 200,000 
tons in excess of any previous month. 


WON’T FIX COTTON PRICES. 


Project Unnecessary and Impracti- 
cable, Committee to Tell President. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Fixing of 
yprices of raw cotton is unnecessary and 
‘impracticable, President Wilson will be 
told by the cotton investigating commit- 
ftee of the War Industries Board. This 
‘amnouncement was made tonight by Dr. 
Thomas W. Page, Chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

Thre committee’s conclusion, Dr. Page 
fa said, was based on the fact that there 
is no prospective shortage of cotton and 
the belief that the Cotton Distribution 
Committee can secure a proportionate 
marketing of the lower as well as the 
higher grades of cotton more effectively 
by other methods. Continuance of the 
work of this committee is recommended. 

Dr. Page’s statement was said to em- 
bddy the essential points of the report 
which the committee will present soon 
to the President. It said that there 
would be no way or enforcing a fixed 
price except through ‘‘ the readiness of 
the Government to purchase the entire 
cotton crop.’’ This, the statement con- 
tinued, would involve the closing of 
Cotton Exchanges, while merchants, 
bankers, and oiher intermediaries would 
be seriously affectcd and many probably 

ut entirely out of business. The estab- 
ishment at great cost of a Government 
aystem of inspection and certification 
a would be necessary, it was said, 
price-fixing were undertaken.

McADOO POLICY CRITICISED. 


Canals Subordinated to Rallroads, 
Says Waterways Speaker. 


Criticism of the policy of Director 
General of Railroads McAdoo in han- 
dling the canals of this State now under 
Federal control was made yesterday 
at the first day’s session of the ninth 
annual convention of the New York 
State Waterways Association, held in 
the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce, 
Court and Remsen Streets. Henry W. 
Hill, President of the association, pre- 
sided. He outlined the work of the 
convention and said it was necessary 
that the plans of Alexander Hamilton 
and George Clinton be further developed 
if New York City is to maintain its 
commercial supremacy. 

Frank 8S. Gardner, Secretary of the 
New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation and a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Waterways As- 
sociation, told of a recent interview had 
with Director General McAdoo for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the 
Railroad Administration would be will- 
ing to make arrangements by which 
freight could be s —— to interior 
points in the West or from such points 
to the East via rail and canal on 
through shipment and through bill of 
lading, giving the freight the advantage 
of the lower canal rates for the water 
ortion of the carry. Mr. McAdoo said 
Re did not think the Railroad Admin- 
istration could do that, because it would 
upset the rail rates. 

“This being the policy of the Rail- 
‘road Administration,” Mr. Gardner said, 
| “for which Mr. McAdoo declared him- 
self alone to be responsible, will result 
in subordinating the canals to the rail- 
road policy and will keep canal rates 
upon an approximate parity with rail 
rates. He further plainly intimated 
that, having the power to route all 
freight, it will not be routed via the 
canal so long as the railroads can carry 
| it. This, manifestly, must disnel all 
hope for the greatest possible use of the 
| canals in the near future or during the 
continuance of Railroad Administration 
control of navigation on the canals.” =:

| would call upon the executive depart- 


‘;ments of tne Government to curtail war 


expenditures immediately upon the 
signing of an armistice by Germany. He 
said the \ar Department would be 
asked to stop calling men into the mili- 
tary service as soon as the war ends. 
Senator Martin said appropriations for 
war purposes in the last two years had 
aggregated $57,000,000,000, and he was 


deeply concerned over the effect the ex- 


pénditures were having upon the coun- 
try. Leaders of both parties shared his 
views, he said, and he added that he. 
soon would have something to say in the 
Senate on the necessity for curtailing 
Government expenses after the armistice 
was signed. 

Extravagance in war expenditures is 
admitted by Democratic leaders, the 
Senator asesrted, but it has been justi- 
fied on the ground that it has been nec- 
essary in order to guard against having 
troops in the field inadequately equipped 
with munitions, food, and clothing. 

The Democratic leader declared his 
opposition to universal military training, 
saying ‘+ would lead to continued heavy 
expenses for cantonments and other war 
necessities’ in peace times. 

One method of curtailment: of war 
costs suggested by the vérginia Senator 
was reduction in. the number of clerks 
employed in Washington and abandon- 
ment of the construction of housing for 
purely war activities. Senator Martin 
said he recently had been informed .by 
Housing Commissioner Eidlitz that it 
was the intention to curtail this con- 
struction.

AUSTRIANS LOOK TO WILSON 


His Political Writings a Big Factor 
in Empire’s Disintegration. 


TRIESTH, Nov. 6, (Associated Press.) 
-—In this, one of the former principal 
gateways to Austria-Hungary, .there is 
much to throw light upon the causes of 
the Dual Monarchy’s downfall. Of first 
importance was the surprise and suc- 
cess of the attack along the Piave front 
by the Italian armies. It was a sur-

prise to both military and civilians. 
Complete plans have been found here 
for the occupation by the Austro-Hun- 
garian forces of Yenice, which was 
frustrated last June. Plans were also 
found of every warehouse, factory, and 
storehouse in Italy. t was no secret 
that the invaders expected to take Ital- 
jan territory as far south as Milan as 
soon as the order for another offensive 
was received. 

One big factor in the disintegration of 
the empire’s political fabric was_ the 
diplomatic writings of President Wilson 
before the entry of the United States 
into the war. These were widely cir- 
culated, and dozens of people have told 
the correspondent that Mr. 
notes and speeches gave them an un- 
derstanding of what a real democracy 
was like and encouraged their hopes for 
liberty. 

It is certain that President Wilson at 
present is a most popular figure in the 
empire. All continue to look to him for 
help in solving their political problems 
sanely and justly, so that there shall be 
no more war. 

After America’s entry into the war 
documents containing President Wilson’s 
utterances were circulated secretly, and 
were hidden under hearthstones' by the’ 
readers. Italian, Swiss, and English 
newspapers containing his writings and 
speeches were passed from hand to hand, 
reaching thousands.
